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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that Bigo fails to teach "the 
type of modulation of said signal light is an NRZ modulation type" as recited in claim 1. The Examiner disagrees. Bigo teaches in FIG. 1 
results for RZ as well as NRZ. 

The Applicant argues that neither Bigo nor Miyamoto teaches the nth order super gaussian filter as recited by claim 1 . The Examiner 
disagrees. Miyamoto et al. teaches in col. 30, lines 50-55 super-Gaussian filter. The formaula of Miyamoto et al. is not written in the same 
as that of claim 1 . However, the two formulas are mathematically equivalent. Where the claimed differences involve the substitution of 
interchangeable or replaceable equivalents and the reason for the selection of one equivalent for another was not to solve an existent 
problem, such substitution has been judicially determined to have been obvious. See In re Ruff, 118, USPQ 343 (CCPA 1958).. 
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
